In recent seasons, the Preston North End side has 
been one of the biggest attraetions in .top- 


class soccer, if only 


for the performances of [ 


the incredible Tom Finney — perhaps the most 


complete footballer 


of our time. 


Like so many other famous clubs, Preston sprang 


from a religious organisation. 


It was origin- 


‘ally formed to play cricket, 


The cricket club was born In 
1862, but in 1867 there was 4a 
split in the membership, One 
section of the club continued to 
play cricket on Its old ground, 
The other moved to the north 

rt of Pres‘on and, halfway 

eh Mer changed Its name 
to North End, 


In 1873. the North End 
cricketers Icased a field at 
Deepdale (which hos been the 
Preston soccer club’s homo 
ever since) and two ycocs Jater, 
It was decided 10 form a rugby 
section to keep the members 
together during the winter 
months, 

Preston Grasshoppers, . the 
famous Rugby Union team, had 
loo great a hold In the area 
for thet experiment to succecd, 
so during the season 1880-81 
North Eng swilched to the As- 
soclallon code. 


Lost 16-0 


The crickoters-turned-soc- 
eer players could hardly have 
been expected to perform 
wonders at first—nor dig they. 
They lost their first game 10-0, 
fo Blackburn Rovers, But it 
was not long before the name 
North End was beginning - to 
mean something in soccer chr- 
cles, 

In the early 1880's the Pres- 


In. 1025, the Preston el ven 
wos relegated once more bit 
climbed back In 1934 to spend 
an Unbroken nine years in the 
lop. clhss. : 

In 1922, North End had reach- 
ed the final of the FA Cup but 
Jost to Huddersfleld by a hotly 
disputed penalty goal. History 
Tepeated itself with a strnge 
twist when, Jn the 1938 Final, 
it was Huddersfeld’s turn ty 
lose to ‘Preston by a disputed. 
penalty in the Jast minute of 
extra tlme. 


Two Years In Final 
The 1930's, ‘40's and ‘50's 
haye been full of exeltement for 
Preston. After loging 3-1 to 
Sunderland in the 1937 Cup 
Final, a ride which included the 
O'Donnell brothers, Willie 
Shankly and Beattie they fought 
back to Wembley the following 
year to make the trophy lta own.
